signing as reasons, “to guard 
against accidents” and “the unreli¬ 
ability of drinking men.”

Tliie Balancing of Trees. 

Avery interesting suggestion concern¬ 
ing the utility to a tree of the irregular 
arrangement of its branches is made by a 
correspondent of Nature. Watching" a 
large plane tree during a gale, he observed 
that while one great limb swayed in one- 
direction another swayed the "opposite 
way, and, although all the branches were 
plunging and bending before the blast, 
they did, not move in unison or all at once 
in the same direction. But for the pecul¬ 
iarity in the motion of tho branches, he 
thinks, tho treo cpuld not escape uproot¬ 
ing, and he suggests that this kind of bal¬ 
ancing serves in general to protect large 
trees, like oaks and beeches, which have 
their branches unsymmetrically placed, 
from being overturned by high winds.

DEHORNING. 

Advantages of Using Caustic Potasli 
Instead of Instruments. 

Veterinarian Niles of the Virginia 
experiment station is a strong Advocate 
of dehorning by means of caustic potash 
instead of instruments. The caustic 
potash should be applied before the horn 
starts to grow, yet it may be effectually 
used after the horn is one or two inches 
long. Caustic potash is ah alkaline caus¬ 
tic and for dehorning purposes should 
be got in the form of sticks. While 
not in use these sticks must he kept in 
a closely stoppered bottle or they will 
soon go into solution, as canstic potash 
absorbs moisture from the air very rap¬ 
idly. 

The application is easy and can he 
made by any one. It is best applied 
when the calf is only a few days old. 
With a pair of scissors clip the hair 
from over the young horn that the pot¬ 
ash may come in direct contact with 
the parts to he destroyed. It has been 
recommended that the oily secretions of 
the skin be first removed with a little 
soapsuds. This is, however, unneees-

sary, as the potash will quickly saponi¬ 
fy the oil on the skin. After clipping 
the hair, slightly moisten the parts to 
be treated. Wrap the stick of caustic 
potash in paper to protect the fingers,. 
leaving one end of the stick exposed. 
Then apply the exposed end of the pot¬ 
ash to the moistened parts to he treated 
for a few seconds. If the application is 
thorough, one treatment is sufficient, 
care having been- taken to cover the en¬ 
tire young horn and its matrix:;,-Where 
the horn has started to grow a thorongh 
application at the base of the horn will 
be necessary. The writer has success¬ 
fully dehorned calves with caustic pot¬ 
ash when the horns were at least two 
inches in length. 

Care should be taken not to apply the 
caustic for too great a time or it will 
run down on the side of the face and 
make an unnecessary sore or may even 
enter the eye. 

Caustic potash has been used for this 
purpose for a number of years and has 
always given good results when used 
in a proper manner. Caustic soda may 
also bo used for the same purpose and 
in the same manner, with like results. 

Many solutions have been placed on 
the market for the destruction of the 
horns of young calves. These solutions 
were sold at exorbitant prices and wdre 
no more effectual than the caustic potash 
or soda,, all probably having one or the 
other of these agents as their base. The 
majority of these preparations were 
sold at §1 per four ounce bottle, the 
cost to the manufacturer not exceeding 
5 cents per bottle. 

Churning- Sweet and Sour Cream. 

It is well known that the churnabili- 
ty of cream depends largely on its han¬ 
dling during ripening Sour cream 
churns more easily than sweet cream. 
The reason for this' may be that the 
presence of lactic acid has some effect 
on the surface tension of fat globules. 
Since sour cream churns more readily 
than sweet cream, it will not do to mix 
creams of unequal ripeness just before 
churning. The sour cream would churn 
first, and the sweet cream would he left 
as buttermilk. If it is necessary to mix 
cream of unequal ripeness. It should he 
done at least 12 hours before churning, 
and the mixing shonld he thorongh. It 
is important to stir the cream while It 
is ripening for a similar reason. If the 
temperature of cream is not exactly 
alike throughout, as is nearly always 
the case, the warmer parts ripen more 
rapidly, and unless the cream is occa¬ 
sionally stirred it does not ripen uni¬ 
formly. This leads to heavy losses of 
fat in the buttermilk. If cream has 
been handled exactly as it should he, 
the churn may he stopped when the 
butter is in granular form without loss 
of fat In the buttermilk, but if the 
cream is not uniformly ripened the 
chum cannot he stopped at this point 
without considerable loss.—Field and 
Farm. __ 

Cold find Storms. 

The Manhattan creamery received 
milk on Feb. 3 which, according to the 
usuual calculations, would make 288 
pounds of butter, hut when the cream 
was separated and chnrned it yielded 
only 227 pounds, or over 21 per cent 
Bhort of the usual run. In looking for 
the cause it was noted that on Feb. 1 
the weather turned cold and it Snowed 
for two days. This goes to show that 
dairy cows especially shonld he provided 
with conditions as nearly uniform as 
possible. Any sudden change in tem¬ 
perature, feed or care may not perma¬ 
nently affect the percentage cf butter 
fat in milk, hut it will cause a tempo¬ 
rary change both in quantity and qual¬ 
ity and may in a large measure account 
for the fluctuations in the butter fat 
test experienced at so many of our 
creameries,—Professor D. H. Otis of 
Kansas College._ 

Testing Cows. 

At the present time the most impor¬ 
tant single item in dairying is the test¬ 
ing of the cows. This may seem a sim¬ 
ple matter, hut, if rightly conducted, its 
influence Is farreaching. In every herd 
there are some cows better than others.

It Has Solved the Problem of Road 
Improvement. 

The improvement of country roads— 
the principal arteries of commerce and 
travel—has not kept pace with the de¬ 
velopment of transportation facilities 
by rail and water, says Otto Posner in 
Forum. The country road seems to 
have been a stepchild of legislatures. 
Its construction and improvement have 
been left almost entirely in the hands of 
the farmer, and the rural district is not 
equal to the occasion. Road building 
requires method and system, a consid¬ 
erable investment of funds, judicious 
financiering, careful economy and, above 
all, scientific' knowledge. The farmer 
too often fails to bring any of these es¬ 
sentials into his road building efforts.. 

‘‘Working orft the road tax" is general¬ 
ly a farce. Our average country high¬ 
ways are little better today than they 
were at the close of the civil war. 

The present losses from bad roads in 
the United States are enormous. Inves 
tigations made in 1,200 counties 
throughout the country by the United 
States office of road inquiry show that 
the average load of crops drawn to mar¬ 
ket in the United States weighs 2,002 
pounds — practically a ton — varying 
from 1,397 pounds in some states to 
2,409 pounds in others. Collateral in¬ 
vestigations of the office made through' 
United States consuls abroad show the 
average load of crops hauled in Europe 
to he upward of 4 tons. In' the consular 
district of Munich, Germany, the aver¬ 
age load is 534 tons, and in that of 
Hanover, it is practically 6 tons, a load 
which a good team there can haul for 
an all day trip. Let us assume that loads 
of farm produce in this country are one- 
half or one-third of what they are -in 
Europe, and some conception may he 
formed of the enormous waste of effort 
in hauling them. The road inquiry office 
states the cost of hauling to bo 25 cents 
per ton per mile in the United States, 
while reports from onr consuls show it 
to he only 8.6 cents per ton per mile in 
Europe, a trifle more than one-third of 
what it»is with ns. 

While often admitting the need of 
better highways, the average farmer is 
inclined to resent any attempt to inter¬ 
fere with his road building methods, 
which he considers peculiarly his own 
affair. No reform, therefore, can he 
forced upon him. Any proposed plan of 
road . improvement, to be successful, 
must leave it optional with him to avail 
himself of its provisions or not, as he 
miiy.choose. The initiative must he left 
in his hands. - 

The state aid system seems to have 
solved the problem of country road im¬ 
provement to the farmer’s satisfaction. 
This system has been adopted in several 
states-, hut is most successfully in opera¬ 
tion in New Jersey,'where it was first 
introduced about five years ago. 

This system of state aid divides the 
cost of road improvement between the 
state, the county and the owners of 
abutting property. Improvements are 
made only upon a petition from the lat¬ 
ter, stating the character of the im¬ 
provements to he made and consenting 
to an assessment of their property to 
cover one-tenth of the cost.

They Rqll’ null Preserve the Roads. 

Xrfrrow Tires DestjJqy Them. 

It is frequently claimed that roads in 
the United States, instead of getting 
better, are constantly getting worse, 
and when the reason is asked the ex¬ 
planation is made that the damage done 
to existing'highways by the use of nar¬ 
row tirtes is far greater than the im¬ 
provement made by the semiannual ef-' 
fort at fixing the roads. 

'Without entering Into a discussion 
of this claim, there is no denyinglthat 
a heavily loaded .wagon with narrow 
tires leayes ifs tracks on the highway, 
and the depth of these tracks depends 
upon the character of material of which 
the road is built, the width of the tires 
and the weight of the load. Whenever 
a loaded wagon becomes stuck it is due 
to the fact that the- road is too soft and 
the tires too narrow for the load on the 
wheels. Water and narrow tires are the 
two causes whiGh ^contribute to ruin 
the best roads. They aid each other in 
theworkof destruction. The rut formed 
by a passing wagon forms a trough.for 
the rain, which, insteadof running off 
to the side, as it would do on a hard, 
smooth surface, sinks into the ground. 
The next wagon, .finding the ground 
softened, digs its wheels deeper into the 
surface, and so the demoralization'and 
destruction continue. - * 

This suggests one. of the strongest 
arguments in favor of the use of" wide 
tires. Wide tires are roadmakersrnar¬ 
row tires are road destroyers. WidWfcires 
roll and bar den the road surf ace,'and by 
their use every loaded wagon cab he 
turned into an effective road toller. 
Every wagon which today helps to cut 
up the roads could he utilized for their 
improvement, for nothing so muchtends 
to the making of good roads hs contin¬ 
ual rolling of the surface. „pr 

The principle of wide tires is so-gen- 
erally acknowledged in Europe jihat 
laws have been passed in each country- 
prescribing their use. Austria requires 
tires of at least 4 1-3 inches width^ in¬ 
creasing as the load to he carried Pises 
: above 334 Ions. '“In France all freight¬ 
ing and market wagons are turnedjinto- 
j road rollers by being required to pave 
tires from three to ten inches Vide. 

. Germany requires four inch tires ft)£ all 
1 wagons used for heavy loads, and Swit-'' 
. zerland requires that they shall be*pro- 
. vided with tires of six inches. These 
■ regulations have been adopted forth el 
; protection of the high class European 
. roads built during the present century. 

Going- to ImptSre; , 

The sad condition of roads about 
Scottsville, Va., is said to he stirring' 
np the people tremendously. The farm- 
' ers have been pent np at home so long 
' by impassable highways that they have 
1 grown desperate and are preparing, to 
1 improve the roads. 


Learning- Words. : 

In amodel school Of the city it is-n prac¬ 
tice in one class to have the pupils slowly 
increase their speaking vocabulary by 
learning three new words a week. An ef¬ 
fort is made to have these words suggest¬ 
ed by some difficulty of expression that is 
experienced during the week. This prac¬ 
tice could be admirably applied in any 
family of children. Much graceless speech 
heard is the result of uncorrected careless¬ 
ness in early life. In the school referred to 
the qualities of the different words are 
shown. The interest taken by the pupils 
when they find that Saxon ’ words. are 
strong and simple, that Roman words are 
apt to express brutality, and that the 
Greek derivatives are dramatic, leads them 
out of philology into geography and his¬ 
tory. While the home teacher need not go 
so far as this, it is worth some effort to 
put children in the way of giving up slov¬ 
enly, careless speech and acquiring the 
knowledge and use of good, expressive 
words.—New York Post. '

' BEFORE MANILA FELL. 

How?- the Soldiers Were ‘Fed and 
Roused Ill' the lining Season. 

iifithe first of two papers on “Tho Cap- 
ture-6f v Manila” General Greeno describes 
In fcHe%Arch Century the difficulties under 
which he labored in keeping his brigade 
in good condition for the assault upon the 
city; 

General Anderson came over from Cavite 
and accompanied me on one of my recon- 
noissanees, and two plans of attack were 
then discussed. One was to drag our artil¬ 
lery over the road through the rice swamps 
to the hill at San Pedro Macati. Hero it 
would have, a commanding tiro on the 
Spanish -line's east of the city, which were- 
weakest at this point, and General Ander¬ 
son favored making the principal attack 
from this direction. This, however, would 
take us away from our base on the shore, 
and we had no transportation except a few 
insignificant native carts. It would also 
take us away from any direct communica¬ 
tion with the navy, whose 157 pieces of 
artillery-, large and small, operating on 
the flank of the Spanish lines, would, in 
my judgment, more than counterbalance 
the disadvantage of attacking the stron¬ 
gest part of the Spanish position. While of 
course I was ready to carry out without 
.question any orders that General Ander¬ 
son might give, yet I expressed very 
strongly my opposition to his plan of mov¬ 
ing away from closo touch with the navy, 
and he declined to give any orders pending 
Genera] Merritt’s arrival. 

Meanwhile the men made themselves os’ 
comfortable as possible in camp. They 
had nothing but shelter tents, and one set 
of clothing. It rained on parts or all of 
every day, and the rain was of infinite 
variety, from a passing shower to on ail 
day and all night storm, with a cool wind, 
and rain falling at the rate of from four 
to six inches p day. Immediate steps were- 
taken to. get the men off the ground by 
building beds of split bamboo set on posts 
from 18 to 24 inches above the ground. 
On top of this the shelter tout was perch¬ 
ed. and while the rain went through the 
thin cloth of the 1 ' shelter-.'tent and was 
driven in at the end by tho wind, so that 
the men werejnever dry during the 24 days 
we remained *4n this camp, yet they did 
not sleep on "the wet ground. I had caused' 
eyery bottle of wine and liquor,, to be re¬ 
moved from all -the ships the day before 
we sailed from San Francisco, so that the 
officers and -men . landed with their systems 
-absolutely free from alcohol for 32 days... 

. The Water for drinking and cooking 
Was obtained from.weils sunk a few feet 
deep on the edge, of the camp. It was 
abundant -in quantity and apparently of 
good quality, but as a precaution every 
drop of It used for epokifig or drinking 
was boiled. This was done in spite of the 
greatest difficifitie?; as firewood was ex¬ 
tremely scarce, the • bamboo poles and 
green trees in the vicinity of camp not be¬ 
ing combustible. The company cook bad 
a discouraging task. To be awakened at 
half past 3 in the morning in the midst of 
ar drenching rain, at times with three or 
four'inches of water over .almost the entire 
camp site, and told to light a fire, and not 
only to make coffee and fry bacon, but to 
boil water for 100 men, -was to receive an 
almost impossible order. Yet it was car¬ 
ried out and with the utmost cheerfulness. 
The health of the men under these adverse 
conditions and extraordinary hardships 
Was surprisingly good—so . good that it 
was hard tp account for it. The sick list 
was seldom as high, as 3 per cent during 
all the time we were in this camp, and 
none of the sickness was of a serious char¬ 
acter, Freedom from alcohol, sleeping 
above the ground and boiling the water 
were apparently the causes of good health, 
to which should be added the fine spirits 
and enthusiasm of the men, confident that 
in a short time they Would take Manila 
and proud that they were to have part in 
the success of so important an' event.

POOR FLAVOR. 

Not Wholly the Fault of filther- 

Creamery or Pairo’n. : 

The Creamery Journal some time ago 
warned butter makers against unload¬ 
ing the blame for poor flavor altogether 
on the shoulders of the patrons. It was 
pointed out that some creameries turn 
out butter of fine flavor regardless of 
outside weather conditions, and that 
some of them turn out butter with de¬ 
fects of “the season” in it. ‘When the 
climatic conditions are good, the butter 
is good. * ’ - : 

This, adds - The Creamery Journal, 
has given the makers of heaters so ar¬ 
ranged that the steam does not come 
into contact with the milk a chance to 
Introduce their warps. This is good for 
them. It has placed improved heaters 
in creameries, and the improved flavor 
has been good for the butter, good for 
tbe reputation of the butter maker, 
good for the commission man who han¬ 
dles the butter, good for the man who 
furnishes the milk, as it assures the 
market and the price ; good for the con¬ 
sumer, as he has better butter and eats 
more of it ; good all along the line. 

We wish to give the butter maker all 
honor for what he does and not to 
charge him with fanlts due to the neg¬ 
ligence of the patron, and therefore it 
must be conceded that when the ther¬ 
mometer ranges below zero habitually 
tbe patron is apt to put his milk in the 
barn and cover it closely with some old 
horse blanket, with the covers down 
tight. This is all wrong. Such milk 
will hot he in first class condition for 
the making of-first class "butter, no mat¬ 
ter how skillfully and agonizingly the 
butter maker may handle it. Our con¬ 
tention is and has been that the respon¬ 
sibility is divided, and that both par¬ 
ties must do the fair thing and not 
blame the other party for defects which 
are partly the fanlt of both. 

The bntter maker is not entirely un¬ 
protected from the vices of the patron, 
however, for he can detect “smothered 
milk” as soon as he lifts off the can lid 
if he is a competent butter maker, and 
he can reject it if be is to be held re¬ 
sponsible for the qnality of his butter. 
We are evidently coming to this: The 
milk must be delivered daily or held for 
two day delivery under conditions that 
will preserve it unimpaired. With milk 
heaters which protect the milk from 
steam from stale boilers this milk can 
be made into butter of gOQcPrepnte, no' 
matter how cold the weather. 

Feeding tlie Calf. 

The advantage in being able to save 
all the cream while at the same time 
raising as good a calf * in every way 
makes it an item to feed the calf rather 
than to let it suck. Some prefer to take 
away the calf immediately, while oth¬ 
ers prefer to let it sack for three days. 
The calf will suck in a little while after 
itis dropped. No matter how much the 
cow’s udder is inflamed, she will let the 
calf suck and butt to its heart’s con¬ 
tent. Many think it is better to let the 
calf suck on this account, as it tends to 
lessen inflammation and in this way 
lessens the liability to milk fever. Then, 
if the calf is with her, the cow will he 
much better satisfied and will keep more 
quiet. This is a condition very desir¬ 
able, for at this time there is a feverish 
condition of the system that a little ex¬ 
citement may easily make dangerous. 
But if the calf is allowed to suck three 
days both the cow and calf will fret 
more than if separated at once. In ei¬ 
ther case it is comparatively an easy 
matter to teach the calf to drink, and 
once taught it is far less trouble to feed 
it twice a day than to let it suck, while 
the amount of its ration can be gauged 
much more accurately. The calf should 
be given whole milk for the first week 
or ten days; then a little skimmilk 
shonld be giv.en, decreasing the quantity 
of whole milk and continuing to in- 
‘ crease the proportion of skimmilk till all 
skimmilk can be fed. The skimmilk ra¬ 
tion can he somewhat improved by boil¬ 
ing linseed meal in water to a jelly and 
adding a little of it to the skimmilk. 
This takes the place of the cream. The 
skimmilk must always be given sweet 
and Warm and no more than is readily 
drunk up at each meal on account of 
the risk of the scours, a disease easier 
for the calf to get than for the owner to 
cure.—St. Louis Republic. 


Squandered For Rum. 

There are 587 saloons in Rochester, 
where §3,500,000 is spent yearly. This 
amount-would build 2,000 homes cost¬ 
ing §1,000 each, furnish them well, pro¬ 
vide coal for the winter, §50 worth of 
groceries and give a .bank account of 
§200 to each family. The surplus in the 
treasury would be §74,000.—Union Sig¬ 
nal. ' 


- Ten Beaus For Every Girl. 

With the bachelors outnumbering tbe 
maids in every state in the Union it ought 
to be easy for the unmarried Woman to se¬ 
cure a partner anywhere, but the region 
where bachelors are most in excess is 0 1 
course the most favorable to the spinster, 
since the abundance of unmarried men' 
gives her a wider range of choice. From 
a matrimonial point nf view Idaho is the 
best state of the Union, for there the num¬ 
ber of the bachelors is to that of the maids 
as 16,584 to 1,426, each unmarried woman 
in Idaho therefore having 10 or 11 bach¬ 
elor.. not exactly at her beck, but available 
'as a husband. ' From most points of view 
the west is the Mecca of the young unmar¬ 
ried woman, for not only are there more 
unmarried men in the western states, but 
a living is more easily made in tbe west 
tbiin in the east, and therefore tbe western 
men are more addicted to matrimony.— 
Professor D. R. McAnally in Ladies’ 
Home Journal.
